A proud heritage. ..an ambitious future 
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Some say blacks, 
Latinos hit harder 
by recession

The ax fell without sound or shadow: Tatiana 
Gallego was suddenly called into human resourc- 
es and laid off from her job as an admissions 
counselor for a fashion college. 

“The way people tried to explain it to me was, 
I was the last one hired so I was the first one 
out,” said Gallego, 25, who had worked there for 
17 months. 

Last hired, first fired: This generations-old 
cliche rings bitterly true for millions of Latinos 
and blacks who are losing jobs at a faster rate than 
the general population during this punishing 
recession. 

Much of the disparity is due to a concentration 
of Latinos and blacks in construction, blue- 
collar or service-industry jobs that have been 
decimated by the economic meltdown. 

And black unemployment has been about 
double the rate for whites since the government 
began tracking those categories in the early 
1970S. 

But this recession is cutting a swath through 
the professional classes as well, which can be 
devastating to people who recently arrived 
there. 

Since the recession began in December 2007, 
Latino unemployment has risen 4.7 percentage 
points, to 10.9 percent, according to the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics. Black unemployment has risen 
4.5 points, to 13.4 percent. White unemployment 
has risen 2.9 points, to 7.3 percent. 

Gallego, whose parents were born in Colombia, 
graduated from the University of Rhode Island. 
She was stunned when she was told to pack up and 
leave by the end of the day because enrollment 
was down at her Newark City school. She said 
she had recently received a positive performance 
review, and her bosses were planning to send her 
to a conference. 

There are no recent government statistics 
that measure jobs lost by race and income. But 
academics and others believe that professional 
Latinos and blacks are more likely to lose their 
jobs in the recession.

“Not saying that it’s racism,” said Jerry 
Medley, who has been in the executive search 
business for 30 years, “but if a manager or 
a senior executive is looking at a slate of 
individuals and has to let one of them go, 
chances are he or she will not let the person go 
that they spend a lot of time with at the country 
club or similar places.” 

Philip Salter was creative director for a 
Chicago advertising firm where about 75 percent 
of the revenue came from a contract with a 
Fortune 500 company to create ads targeted at 
minorities. When the firm lost that contract 
plus two general-market accounts, Salter’s job 
evaporated. 

“When companies cut back their ad dollars, 
minority budgets are where they start,” said Salter, 
62, who is black. “Unfortunately in this business, 
most clients just view {minority advertising] as 
an overlay or meeting an obligation that social 
organizations might place on them.”

Remember the diiys when “Saturday Night 
T.ive” parodied Chicagoans as beer-chugging, 
sausage-eating, sport s^bscssed schlubs? 

Or when Chicago served as a backdrop 
for macho movies like “Backdraft,” “The 
Fugitive'' and “The Negotiator?” 

Chicago's tough-guy persona took a beat- 
ing this month when Combos, the snack 
food shaped like a fire log, rated the City of 
Big Shoulders the 46th manliest out of 50 
US. cities based on factors such as number of 
NASCAR enthusiasts, barbecue restaurants, 
monster truck rallies and sports bars. 

(Chicago's mardiood managed to best only 
Portland, San Francisco, L.A, and New York, 
while Nashville was crowned the champion. 

When asked by RcdEyc, some Chicagoans 
rejected the notion that our city is more 
mctroscxual than metropolitan, despite the 
prevtdence of men's salons, hybrid cars and 
“Rrotox” {male Botox) options. They insist 
real Chicago males still are passionate about 
sitting in cold, hard seats to root for the Bears, 


slamming beers untO they- slur their words 
and growing shaggv- facia l hair unril they are 
umccognizablc. 

Others, though, accused some Chicago 
males of pretending to be manly. They point 
to Chicago gu^^s who wear faux leather vests, 
play fantasy sports instead of actual sports 


and drink lattes. 

“Tn Chicago, it seems like people try a little

Raid in West Englewood 
finds up to 70 dogs living 
in filthy conditions, ‘chaos’

Some JO puppies were found Tuesday living in 
filthy, stacked bird cages in West Englewood, 
officials said. 

“There are dogs running all over the place,” 
said Cook County Sheriff Tom Dart, who held 
an afternoon news conference outside the 
small home while holding a pair of shivering 
Chihuahua puppies in his hands. “I couldn’t 
believe it: the chaos, the noise, the smell.” 

Dart said the puppies were being sold for $475 
apiece. 

Dart and a handful of other officials carried 
the tiny animals out in cages. In the case of a 
mother Chihuahua and her six suckling puppies, 
the mode of transport was a laundry basket. 

The dogs— mainly Chihuahuas, but a 
Yorkshire terrier, several Pomeranians and a 
pregnant Pug mix also were spotted— yelped 
during the procession but did not seem under- 
fed or ill.

Organizers of Chicago’s bid for the 2016 
Olympic and Paralympic Games lifted the cur- 
tain a bit Tuesday on what they’ll show members 
of the International Olympic Committee when 
they come next month to put the city through a 
white-glove inspection. 

For about two hours, organizers told members 
of the media about the planned venue tour and 
the briefings they’ll hold for the committee 
charged with selecting a host city for the 
Games. 


Planners played things pretty close to the 
vest— not, for example, disclosing where the city 
will hold the big cultural event that each city is 
allowed. 

“We’re the first city giving our presentation,” 
said spokesman Patrick Sandusky, referring to 
upcoming IOC tours ofTokyo, Madrid and Rio 
de Janeiro. “We’re not going to give too much 
away” 

But they gave the media a glimpse of some 
things they hope will impress the committee. 

They played a short film that takes viewers 


on an aerial tour of the city in which venues such 
as the Olympic stadium and the tennis center 
in Lincoln Park that don’t yet exist magically 
materialize. 

Organizers took reporters to Soldier Field, 
which would be a soccer venue. Just south of the 
stadium, IOC members will not only be able to 
see McCormick Place, the site of several events, 
but also the spot where the Olympic Village 
would be built. The visit will take place in early 
April, with IOC members taking the venue tour 
on April 6.

Many bargain hunters these days are 
trading supermarket aisles for the auc- 
tion circuit in search of deep discounts 
on everything from cereal to spare ribs. 
Past the sell-by date? Bidders are happy to 
ignore that detail if they’re getting a good 
deal. 

As consumers seek relief from spiraling 
food prices, grocery auctions are gaining 
in popularity as an easy way to cut costs. 
The sales operate like regular auctions, 
but with bidders vying for dry goods and 
frozen foods instead of antiques and col-

lectibles. Some auctioneers even accept 
food stamps. 

When Kirk Williams held his first gro- 
cery auction in rural Pennsylvania last 
month, nearly 300 people showed up. 
Astonished by the turnout, he’s scheduling 
auctions at locations throughout north- 
eastern Pennsylvania. 


Grocery sales make sense for auction- 
eers too. 

Sales of baseball cards, estate jewelry 
and other auction staples have “fallen 
off a cliff,” Williams said. He hopes to 
average about $12,000 in sales per auc- 
tion, which would net him a profit of 
about $1,000. 

The popularity of the auctions— which 
sell leftover or damaged goods from super- 
markets, distribution centers and restau- 
rant suppliers — comes at a time when peo- 
ple are stretching their grocery budgets by 
using more coupons, buying inferior cuts 
of meat and choosing store brands over 
national brands.

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Bartenders 
around town have 
Brazilian batidas 
on the brain

Salt-rimmed margaritas and minty 
mojitos have always done us well. 
But this season, a different Latin 
drink is picking up speed: the 
batida. Made with sugar-cane spirit 
cachaca, this fruity Brazilian cock- 
tail’s popping up on menus faster 
than you can pronounce it with a 
Portuguese accent: “ba-chee-da.” 

Cachaca’s most often found 
mixed with lime in Brazil’s national 
cocktail, the caipirinha. But when 
it’s shaken with any other fresh 
fruit (and sometimes coconut 
milk, condensed milk or cream), 
you’ve got yourself the lesser- 
known batida. Here are seven 
spots where you can start sipping. 


Q Tiny Lounge 

4352 N. LEAVITT ST. 773-463-0396 
This sleek neighborhood lounge has been 
serving a batida made with fresh pureed 
blueberries, coconut milk and cream ($8) 
since it opened in North Center earlier 
this year. Come late April, they’ll chuck 
the cream and change up the recipe with 
passion fruit or other fresh fruits from the 
market, changing monthly. 


n In Fine Spirits Lounge 

5420 N. CLARK ST. 773-334-9463 
This nearly one-year-old cocktail lounge (it 
celebrates its anniversary April 4) is bringing 
batidas to Andersonville on its spring menu 
April 1. Their version, called The Batida 
Elegante ($9), shakes up cachaca with fresh 
mango juice, coconut milk, lime juice and a 
dash of condensed milk, garnished with slices 
of mango and avocado. 


Q Vertigo 

2 W. ERIE ST. 312-202-6060 
This high-rise hangout has been busy 
serving up retro cocktails such as Singapore 
slings, but in early April, look out for the 
Verao (that’s “summer” in Portuguese) 
Batida ($11). This version matches cachaca 
with citrus honey, mint leaves and seasonal 
stone fruit, starting with plums and apricots 
this spring and moving on to white peaches 
and nectarines this summer.

The most 
traditional is the Brazilian Batida, made with your 
choice of strawberry, mango or peach puree and 
condensed milk. We also like the Spring Fling, a 
more tropical-tasting blend of cachaca, Malibu 
rum, coconut water, pineapple and lime juice, and 
strawberry puree (both $9). 



Batidas make a weekly appearance on this Latin 
spot’s Sunday brunch menu. Pick up to three base 
juices-from Asian pear to strawberry to acai-and 
they’ll blend them with condensed milk and cachaca 
($8.25). 

Q Nacional 27 

325 W. HURON ST. 312-664-2727 
While everyone else hops on the batida bandwagon, 
mixologist Adam Seger has always served up a 
solid one here, made with cachaca, lime syrup and 
a seasonal fruit of the moment-from strawberries 
and rhubarb in May to black cherries in June-shaken 
up with crushed ice. Just step up to the bar and ask 
what’s freshest right this minute ($10-$11).

some things, but I don’t think that is 
unusual with a kid and their parents’ 
relationship. 

Your folks are probably happy about 
your yearlong vow of celibacy ... 

By the way, that was a joke and any 
fine journalist would have gotten that 
joke and inserted that, you know, in 
the context {of ending a relationship]. 
I’m not going to be celibate. 

You’re not? 

No. I mean, I guess I’m just going to 
be looking for the right one but ... 
please, celibacy for a whole year? I’d 
rather die. 

How did “I Kissed a Giri” come about in 
the first place? 

I’d always heard about artists having 
a notepad on the side of their bed if 
they were to have dreams of lyrics or 
an idea for a song in the middle of the 
night, and I thought it was all bollocks 
... but it actually happened to me. 

I woke up one morning, and I was 
starting my day and I had this song 
literally pop into my head, the chorus 
of it: “I kissed a girl and I liked it, the 
taste of her cherry ChapStick” ... and I 
thought, what a peculiar little idea. 

The song was played everywhere. 

How much did that surprise you 
when it went No. 1 in so many coun- 
tries? 

Last year, I traveled all around the 
world ... and it didn’t matter; anywhere 
I went, everybody was singing along. 



It didn’t matter what their language 
was and that was hugely surprising. 

I thought maybe the song will be 
popular with a certain group of people 
or maybe it’ll be popular on the L. A. 
and the New York coasts, but it would 
never reach beyond that. I never real- 
ized that it would be a worldwide sing 
along. 

Now that you’re on tour, do you have 
a specific regimen to stay healthy and 
in shape? 

One thing I can swear by is jumping 
rope. I don’t really do anything else. I 
hate working out, but I love jumping 
rope. I think it’s because it’s like danc- 
ing. There’s a rhythm. I can say this 
very unashamedly: I’m a really good 
rope jumper. I can double jump, I 
can cross, I can do all of it. I look like 
Rocky when I jump rope.

Warner Bros, offering DVDs, downloads of old movies and TV shows

Warner Bros, is giving its old films and TV 
shoM'S new life in the digital age. 

On Monday; the studio started selling cop- 
ies of 15D films firom the silent em to the 19S0S 
Brat Pack rhat have never been released on 
DVD. Internet doivnloads of the movies wdl 
cost i£T4.95, while DVDs sent in the mail ate 
Both can be ordered at wamerarchive.

Among the titles available are the T980S 
film ‘^Wisdom/’ i^ith Brat Packers Emilio

Consumers also can make requests for 


the movies and TV shows the/d like to see 
released at the site. 

Many of the titles Warner is releasing in the 
new venture have made the rounds on another 
Time Warner subsidiary the Turner Classic 
Movies cable channel, and on VHS. But rhe 
studio will keep mining its vast feature him 
library which includes anywhere from 3,800 
to 6,800 titles, depending on various reports. 

Twent)-^ more films or TV shows will be 
added to the program oi' re-releases each 
month, with 300 expected by year’s end. To 
put it in perspective, the studio has released 
only about 1,100 movies on DVD since the 
technology was spawned 12 years ago. 

“There are still thousands of movies that 
wc own that consumers haven’t been able 
to get,” said George Pel ten stein, senior vice 
president of theatrical catalog marketing for 


Warner Home Video. “I expect that well be 
selling thousands of copies of every title over 
a peri Oil of time, and making a lot of people 
really happy.” 

The initiative, which Warner claims is the 
first of its kind for a major studio, is an effort 
by the Time Warner subsidiary to combat what 
could be a fundamental decline in demand for 
DVD purchases. Walt Disney CEO Bob Igcr 
warned of this shift last month when he noted 
that most US, households own 80 DVl^s 
alread); leading people to become “more selec- 
tive” about what discs they buy. 

US. DVD spending fell 7 percent last year, 
to $21,6 billion, according to The Digital 
Entertainment Group, an industry consor- 
tium.

and heavier reds such as cabernet sauvignon, up to 10 years or more. 

Older doesn’t equal better 

Older docs not always mean better cither. Time in the bottle mel- 
lows tJut a wine, %vhich may not appea l to those who enjoy their Manes 
on the more robust and intense side. The fresh apple and citrus flavors 
of a white Mnne turn into flavors of baked apples and toasted nuts as 
the color of the wine deepens and broMms with age. The color of red 
wines will fade over time as tannins — the ingredient that gives red 
wine its fuzziness— soffen, and the flavors of juicy black fruits give 
M^ay to dried i niits, leaves and other earthy aromas. You can get a gen- 
eral idea of how long a wine vail age or how it is currently drinking by 
consulting aivinc retailer, restaurant sommelier, the Minery auction 
houses or by searching online for tasting notes.

Stash your wine carefully 

HoM^and where you store your wine also can affect how well the 
wine ages. Wmes should never be placed on top of your refrigerator, 
on that rack near the stove or above your kitchen sink because expo- 
sure to any type of heat source will spoil them. The best place to store 
wine is in a dark, cool md dry area that is as close to degrees as pos- 
sible with humidity levels between 55 percent and 77 percent. 

For long-term storage, place a bottle Math a natural cork on its side 
to prevent the cork from dry-ingout, which will alloM'' wine-spoiling air 
to seep in. Also, avoid keeping wine in the refrigerator over the long 
term because low humidity levels can dry out the cork as weU. 

Finally if you're looking for something to celebrate with that old 
bottle, I suggest toasting to the fact that we have managed to sur- 
vive yet another Chicago winter Summer is just around the corner!
